INTRODUCTION 

Notwithstanding the great area of 
Alaska, the ruggedness and inaccessibility 
of a large part of the glaciated region, and 
the briefness of the period of exploration, 
we are already in possession of a large 
body of fact with regard to the glaciers 
and glaciation of our northern territory. 
The researches of Wright, 2 Russell, 3 Reid,* 
Gilbert, 5 Davidson, 6 Dall 7 and others 
have given us much valuable information 
concerning the coastal region; and the 
many expeditions by Hayes, 8 Brooks, and 
various other members of the United 
States Geological Survey 9 have added ma-
